Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
imn te action; 

No\ F. Before, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promul¬ 
gate the following Ordinance:— 

1. (7) This Ordinance may be called the Jammu and Kashmir Short title 
Representation of the People (Supplementary) Ordinance, 1968, mencemen

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. The provisions of sections 123, 124 and 124A of the Jammu and jammu and 
Kashmir Representation of the People Act, 1957, providing for appeal Kashmir 
to the Supreme Court from every order made by the Jammu and ^957 ^ 
Kashmir High Court under section 106 or section 107 of that Act and 
for matters connected therewith, shall be as valid as if those provi¬ 
sions had been enacted by Parliament.
